Amoncst the events of the week we would draw especial 
attention to the appearance of an Englishman as conductor of the 
Philharmonic Concerts. This Society, from its having been long 
established, from being patronized and subscribed to by some of 
the highest personages in the realm, and from having given the 
best music by the best orchestra that could be procured, has 
obtained a world-wide renown, and the farther its fame spread the 
greater must have been the surprise that an English musician did 
not occupy the post of conductor. Mr. Costa’s presidency over 
this orchestra always gave satisfaction: his undeviating 
punctuality—his spirit in conducting—and his marvellous com- 
mand, personally and musically, over his band, always obtained 
him respect and regard, and perhaps none better could have been 
obtained for so important a position; still, Mr. Costa was not 
English, and could not be expected to feel that patriotic pride and 
enthusiasm which should prompt the conductor of a great English 
Society to bring forward English composers and executants 
whose talents deserve notice. We recollect the circumstance of 
one Arabella Goddard being invited to play at a “ Philharmonic” 
Concert, and, on naming as her piece a concerto by Sterndale Ben- 
nett, being rather peremptorily requested to exchange that for 
something else: the young lady behaved like a true English girl, 
and unhesitatingly declined the honour of playing on such terms. 
We do not say that Mr. Costa was at the bottom of all this, but 
we think that an English conductor would have insisted upon the 
direction paying more respect to an English composer and an 
English artist than to decline the performance of one and the com- 
position of the other in the same breath. Well, Mr. Costa one 
day resigned, and Europe was rummaged to find a foreign con- 
ductor for the English Philharmonic Society, and, of all unaccount- 
able people, Herr Richard Wagner was pounced upon by some 
discriminating genius, who must now feel uncommonly small, 
since this Wagner, in one more season, would have somewhere 
about terminated the existence of the society. Clever man, that! 
who should travel hundreds of miles in search of a conductor to 
upset an old English Institution! when Sterndale Bennett was 
at home, too, only waiting to be asked! Oh, it’s a dirty bdton that 
Mr. Bennett has taken up; but we must content ourselves with 
the “ better-late-than-never” feeling, and thank goodness that at 


last an Englishman is deemed worthy to conduct the band of the 
English Philharmonic Society.

MR. HULLAH’S ORCHESTRAL CONCERTS. 

Tae third concert, on Saturday ing last, exhibited a 
decided improvement in point of attendance, St. Martin’s-hall 
being quite full, and the galleries much more satisfactorily occu- 
pied than at the previous concerts. 

The programme was excellent, and an interesting feature was 
the first public appearance in this country of Miss Sherrington, 
who, in “ Robert, toi que j’aime,” and “Come per me sereno,” 
from La Sonnambula, created quite a sensation, Meyerbeer’s 
beautiful aria being boisterously redemanded. Miss oe 
in this gave evidence of considerable feeling, but displayed an 
inequality of voice which i oer and y to be attributed 
to improper training: the cadenza towards the close of “ Robert” 
rendered this want of “voicing” rather conspicuous. “Tu me 
rendis” was much too slow, and the same objection must be made 
to the cabaletta of Bellini’s aria ; however, the débutante had no 
fault to find with her reception, and she will prove a welcome 
addition to the array of our concert vocalists if she seeks judicious 
instruction in England and is wise enough to consider the warmth 
of her reception on two occasions last week as no criterion of her 
actual position. The discrimination of the audience was evinced 
by their encoring Gluck’s recitative and air from Iphigenia, “ Oh, 
qual tristo parlar,” sung by Mr. Sims Reeves in his best style. 
Mr. Sims Reeves had also to repeat Balfe’s new song, “ Good night, 
beloved” (Longfellow’s words, of course). This serenade, which

SACRED HARMONIC SOCIETY. 


Elijah was performed—for the last time this season—yesterday 
week, the solo parts being taken by Madame Clara Novello, Miss 
Dolby, Miss Bassano, Mr. Sims Reeves, and Herr Formes, who 
had returned from along and very successful continental tour. 
We need hardly say that there was a very large audience. 
Formes in Elijah always draws excessively ; his conception of 
the part of the Prophet is good, and he is very impressive in such 
scenes as require declamatory force, or even a sudden pianissimo, 
such as he gives in the passage ““O thou who makest thine 
angels spirits,” ‘and “I journey hence to the wilderness ;” but 
we cannot like his singing of the lovely air “ For the mountains ;” 
it lacks smoothness and refinement. 

Costa’s Eli, which was withdrawn for the season, is to be 
repeated on Friday next, the committee being totally unable to 
withstand the temptation of engaging Madame Viardot, while 
she is in town, for the part of Samuel, which she sang when the 
oratorio was produced at Birmingham last year. 








PHILHARMONIC SOCIETY. 


THE first concert for the season took place on Monday evening 
last at the Hanover-square Rooms, and was particularly interest- 
ing from its introducing Professor Sterndale Bennett—a greatly 
talented man, and an Englishman—as the conductor of this 
society’s orchestra, and Madame Schumann, for the first time in 
England, as a pianist. The appointment of Mr. Bennett has given 
the utmost satisfaction; his acquaintance with orchestral music 
ot the kighest order being complete, ‘and his indication of the 
tempi, wherever he has before conducted, being the result of great 
judgment. The symphonies, on this occasion, were Mendelssohn’s 
first, and Beethoven’s seventh; the former having the menuetto e 
trio exchanged for an abridgment and. re-arrangement of the 
scherzo from the same composer’s ottetto for stringed instruments : 
this re-arrangement was Mendelssohn’s own, but we think the 
society should have introduced the original menuetto. This 
movement, however, was encored, so the audience was evidently 
satisfied. We wish this symphony had a better opening allegro, 
it seems to have no equilibrium, and, though it contains passages of 
great beauty, it is by no means equal to either of the remainin 
movements. The finale, with its mysterious pizzicato, out of whic. 
the clarionet steals in a most unexpected melody, is charming. 
The other instrumental pieces for the orchestra were the overture 
to Preciosa, and Don Carlos (Macfarren): the latter was per- 
formed at Mr. Hullah’s second orchestral concert ; it is wanting 
in clearness, though the instrumentation is that of a musician. 

Madame Schumann’s appearance created an additional interest 
from its being pretty generally known that her husband, Robert 
Schumann, a composer and critic of great_repute in Germany, has 
been lately suffering from mental derangement ; indeed, is in a state 
of hopeless insanity. Had she been a less accomplished artist, this 

have created a feeling of warm sympathy ; but she needed 
- no such abstract inducement for an: enthusiastic demonstration, 
and was splented to the echo throughout her performance. . The 
lady was chiefly known to England under the maiden name of 
Clara Wieck, as a pianist, of whom Mendelssohn expressed 
the highest opinion, and all these years have elapsed before she 
has made her appearance in England. 

Beethoven’s concerto in E flat, a work demanding the rare 
combination of breadth and delicacy of style, and Mendelssohn’s 
“ Variations Sérieuses” were chosen adame Schumann for 
her introduction to an English audience, and in both compositions 
were the utmost grace and finish displayed by the executant; the 





always sings, most exquisitely ; her selection consisted of Mozart’s 
“Dove sono” and the aria from Mercadante’s Giuramento, to 
which she appears to have taken such a fancy; no wonder—it is 
a charming arietta, and, with her pure singing and the excellent 
obligato (corno inglese) of Mr. Nicholson, can never fail to please. 
The rooms were crowded. 








ROYAL PANOPTICON. 


IN spite of a sudden and violent pluvial descent on Monday 
evening, there was a very fair muster to hear a miscellaneous con- 
cert, supported by Miss Ransford, Madlle. Mathilde Rudersdorff, 
Madame Marietta, Miss Lascelles, Mr. Henry Haigh, Mr. Rans- 
ford, and the Spanish Minstrels, with the instrumental variety of 
Mr. E. Chipp (organ), Mr. B. Wells (flute), and Heinrich Wer- 
ner (pianoforte). The selection of music was of an excessively 
popular character, and _in this particular we respectfully propose 
an amendment. The Panopticon audience seems to lean a little 
towards good music, for two or three pieces in Monday’s pro- 
gramme that are usually encored at mixed concerts, received on 
this occasion comparatively faint applause, while other morceauxr 
were, to our surprise, redemanded : these were a “ Rataplan,” by 
the Spanish Minstrels—six men and Madame Marietta—a chan- 
son with castagnette accompaniment being substituted; “ The 
flower of Ellerslie,” by Mr. Haigh, who replied with Balfe’s 
“Good night beloved ;” and “ Una voce,” by Madame Marietta, 
who then sang something else to her own accompaniment on the 
pianoforte.. Madlle. Rudersdorff displayed a pleasing voice and 
very agreeable style in a new ballad by Linley. Heinrich Wer- 
ner is growing quite a young man: he was announced to play 
Liszt’s “ Lucia” fantasia, but preferred giving his own fricassee 
of “The Groves of Blarney,” “ Garry Owen,” and some other 
Irish airs. It is a most eccentric fantasia, two of the melodies 
being ingeniously interwoven. He accompanied Mr. Wells in 
his flute solo: the accompanyist for the evening was Mr. Charles 
Blagrove, who displayed great ability in that capacity. The con- 
cert was too long by nearly half an hour; by the time the foun- 
tain (which is worth all the admission money) played, it must have 
been nearly half past 10 o’clock. 
On Monday next selections from Elijah will be given. 








CRYSTAL PALACE. 


THE concert last Saturday was given in the centre transept, 
the avenues in the immediate vicinity of the orchestra being laid 
down with matting, which ensured greater silence than when the 
visitors are scuffling about on the boards, though this precaution 
did not suffice to render the music distinctly audible at any dis- 
tance from the platform. The centre transept is an excellent por- 
tion of the building to accommodate a large audience, but unques- 
tionably the worst for hearing music. On this occasion Madlle. 
Cleopatrie Tornborg, a Swedish lady of twenty years or upwards, 
made her appearance as a flautist, Playing an original air, with varia- 
tions, by her master, Rémusat. It is not fair to pronounce judg- 
ment on a flute solo in the Crystal Palace, so we will merely say 
that she appeared to possess both feeling and executivn, leaving 
an opinion of her tone for some occasion when the arena is smaller. 
The concert (Miss Grace Alleyne was the vocalist) concluded with 
the andante, scherzo, and finale, from Franz Schubert’s symphony, 
which-was played entire the previous week. These movements 
are not without merit, but the composer evidently does not con- 
sider brevity the soul of wit, each being spun out to a most enor- 
mous length. 

There is a fine opening in the orchestra; we do not mean a 
vacancy for a new performer, but an extensive gap at the back of 
the enc , intended, we , to allow the sound to pass to 
a portion of the transept where it is not wanted. We should 
have thought it better to have blocked up the back, and have 
thrown as much sound rd as possible.

ALARM OF FIRE AT DRURY-LANE THEATRE. 


A? the conclusion of the performances on Saturday night, the 
committee of the theatre, according to — arrangement, 
arrived upon the stage for the purpose of witnessing some ex- 
periments with Phillips’s patent fire annihilators, in order to test 
their applicability in case of fire occurring within the building. 
Mr. Curtis, the secretary of the Annihilator Company, some of 
his men, and a number of machines were taken upon the atage, 
while hands employed in the theatre were in other parts of the 
house, to be ready to assist in case anything should arise to 
demand their services. The performances commenced with a 
trial between the patent hand-pump, such as is used by the fire 
brigade, and one or two small annihilators, to see which could 
most quickly extinguish the lights burning in the battens over 
the stage. These battens are about forty feet high, and have 
each a great number of perforations to allow the gas to escape so 
as to illuminate the top of the stage and “borders.” Three fire- 
men were engaged working the hand-pumps and discharging 
water over the gas jets to ascertain which would most effectually 
extinguish the flame. The water from the pumps for some time 
appeared to prove of greater advantage than the small annihilating 
machines, when it was proposed by Mr. Curtis, the secretary, that 
one of the larger machines, drawn upon two wheels, should be 
tried. This was accordingly done, and the carriage having been 
placed near the centre of the stage, a large iron funnel, fifteen feet 
in length, was attached for the purpose of assisting the vapour to 
reach the gas burning in the battens. The signal having been 
given, the man in charge of the annihilator broke the bottle con- 
taining the acid, which ignited the composition, and the vapour 
commenced to escape, but in a few seconds the funnel, through 
which the gas generated in the machine was passing, blew off, and 
was projected up to the flies and lodged under the bridge of the 
stage in a heated state. At the same time the cap or lid of the 
annihilator was blown off, which knocked down the man having 
charge of the apparatus, and passed by him to a distance of thirty- 
five feet. The machine then ow up such a vast body of fire that 
every one in the theatre apprehended its entire destruction. 
Fortunately, the firemen had taken the precaution to have 
their engines placed upon the s and charged with water, 
and they were, therefore, enabled without the least won f to 
render assistance. So great was the concussion caused by 
the explosion that another annihilator standing on the stage 
rolled away, aud having broken the iron and glass of 
five of the floats, it fell into the orchestra, demolishing one 
of the music-stands and upsetting the seats. This so ed 
the committee that they rushed out into the street, and a 
cry of “fire” was at once given, which the engines 
to arrive in the course of a few minutes. The firemen connected 
with the theatre, however, managed to get the fire subdued, and 
before any great damage was done, the only part that was burnt 
through the surface of the woodwork being a beam under the 
bridge of the first tier of flies. The man who had charge of the 
machine was severely burnt by the force of steam that escaped 
when the explosion took place. Mr. Tucker, the master carpenter, 
was also burnt in his hands by the rush of steam. A man named 
Watson was likewise badly burnt, and was taken by the gasman 
to the hospital, but was soon enabled to return home. _As to the 
precise cause of the explosion nothing positive could be ascer- 
tained, but it is eupposed that the lid or top of the machine could 
not have been properly rivetted on, as the machines are invariably 
strong enough to the force of the charge they contain. 
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A FIRST-RATE concert was given on the 9th inst., at‘Exeter- 
hall, in aid of the fund for re-building Queen Charlotte’s Hos- 
pital, Lisson-grove. The hall was by no means full; but, as the 
tickets ranged from half-a-crown toa guinea it is possible that the 
funds received some considerable accession. The vocalists were— 
Madame Clara Novello, Madame Gassier, and Miss Lascelles, Mr. 
Swift and M. Gassier; instrumentalists, M. Sainton, Messrs. 
Benedict and Kiallmark, and the Orchestral Union, under the di- 
rection of Mr. Alfred Mellon. The programme did great credit 
to the arranger. The band played a symphony, and each vocalist 
and instrumentalist was ealkioranh forward, without introducing 
power ty | a trivial character. Beethoven’s “ ee ag x oe - 
opened the evening ; it was finely played, as may be imagined by 
those who know Alfred Mellon'c sin and wet a band he pre, 
sides over. ‘The first vocal morceau was Donizetti’s “ Da quel di,” 
from Linda, by Madame Gassier and Mr. Swift, the tenor dis- 
playing an amount of force and energy that makes us wish to 

ear him on the stage. Madame Novello followed with the great 
scena from Oberon, “ Ocean,” in which she displayed more passion 
than is her wont ; it was a fine piece of singing and accompani- 
ment, Mr. Kiallmark is scarcely equal to Weber’s “ Concert- 
Stiicke ;” he was occasionally uncertain, but acquitted himself on 
the whole creditably. This is a piece demanding much more than 
ordinary mechanism and force, yet every pianist seems to think 
that he or she is bound to produce it in public without duly con- 
sidering their powers of accomplishment. In a concertante duet 
(two pianofortes) with Mr. Benedict, Mr. Kiallmark appeared to 
reater advantage. Mr. Swift sang Mozart's “A te,” from 
avidde Penitente, the last movement (as at the Nightingale Fund 
Concert) being again rather too fast. M. Sainton played his fan- 
tasia in “ Rigoletto” in the most finished manner, and was com- 
elled to repeat the last movement; then Madame Gassier made 
er appearance, and sang the polacca from Linda, “O luce.” 
She was also encored in Strauss’s Valse, arranged Nb aor of 
singing which she must now be thoroughly ill. Miss Lascelles 
sang Gluck’s “ Che faro,” and joined Madame Novello in the beau- 
tiful duettino, “ Della mosa,” from Le Prophéte—the latter was 
encored in the charming aria, with corno inglese obligato, from 
Mercadante’s Giuramento. ormance of Mendelssohn’s 
Italian symphony only wanted a little more erg and expres- 
sion in the slow movement .to render it ect. ozart’s “ Zau- 
berfléte ” overture commenced the second part of the concert, and 
the Coronation March from Le Prophéte was the finale. 


Love’s ENTERTAINMENTS, REGENT GALLERY.—On Saturday 
morning last, Mr. Love, the ventriloquist, acceded to a desire ex- 
pressed by several influential parties, and gave the whole of his 
entertainments without the changes of costume usually employed ;

Although the mode of treatment referred to is not, perhaps, quite 
so well suited to a general audience as the system usually em- 
ployed, it serves to show that Mr. Love does not depend upon arti- 
ficial aids for the effects he uces; and it is said-that a large 
section of the frequenters of the Regent Gallery prefer his enter- 
tainments without any accessories whatever. At all events, the 
experiment seems to have proved so entirely successful, that it is 
intended to repeat it at no distant date.

It represents the Virgin and Child enthroned under a 
canopy, with St. John the Baptist and the Magdalen standing. 
Borroni, in his Forestiere in Milano, states this picture to have 
been in the possession of Cardinal Cesare Monti, Archbishop of 
Milan, who bequeathed it to the Andreani family in 1650, It is 
supposed to have formed of the pictorial spoils which were 
dispersed after the sack of Mantua in 1630. The picture subse- 
quently became the Property of the Mellerio family, and was 
lastly inherited by that of Somaglia: It is engraved in Ali- 

randi’s unfinished work on the private galleries of Milan. The 
esen pictures, now the prope of the nation, will soon be 
made over to the trustees of the National Gallery; but even a 
selection'can hardly be exhibited till a special place is provided 
for them. The new building at Brompton, on the south-east side 
of the Kensington-gore estate, is, however, advancing rapidly. 
There, probably, at no very distant time, will be de ited the 
Vernon collection, the Turner pictures, and the nucleus of the 
proposed National Portrait Gallery. 


NEARLY 50,000 persons assembled on Sunday in Kensington-

Opera. 





Her Masesty’s.—Mr. Lumley has returned from the Conti- 
nent, having made engagements with Mesdames Alboni, Picco- 
lomini, and Albertini— we have placed them in the order in 
which they will appear—and expecting to be prepared to open on 
Tuesday fortnight. Other important engagements have been 
made, of which we cannot yet speak with certainty. The tenors 
will be Silviani, Baucardé, and Calzolari: the latter twain are 
well known; the former has been singing most successfully at 
Milan and Florence. For the ballet-—a department which has 
always been a great point of attraction at Her Majesty’s Theatre 
—Madlle. Carolina Rosati and Madlle. Rosa, with others less 
known, but of whom rumour speaks highly—are already secured. 

Royat Iratian Opera, LyceuM.—lIn scarcely a month later 
than Italian opera has usually commenced, Mr. Gye has opened, 
having, in little more than no time, transmogrified the old English 
Opera-house into a miniature temple of the lyrical drama, and 
performed his first opera positively without the postponement to 
which we have been in years past accustomed. Great taste is 
displayed in the decoration and re-arrangement of the theatre : the 
gas burners around the boxes have been removed and the light is 
concentrated in a new and handsome chandelier depending from 
the centre of the roof: the number of private boxes is nearly 70, 
there being half @ ground tier nearly level with the stage, and a 
similar division level with the gallery. The latter retains its 
modern Covent Garden name of “amphitheatre,” and has some 
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ble portion—and there is a centre avenue to admit to these. The 
grand tier exhibits, on a ground of delicate green, massive white 
mouldings and scrolls, with birds and animals in bold relief, there 
being a golden festoon beneath each projecting bird. The second 
tier, in the like ground colour, has flat medallions and panels, in 
white and gold, with groups of figures in alto relievo, alter- 
nating with the columns which spring from the” floor {of the 
theatre, and which are crowned in front of the third tier with a 
cornice of elegant proportions. The proscenium appears raised ; 
and, in place of the double pillars and cornice, two lofty pilasters 
give width to the stage, which has had the footlights thrown back 
in subtracting space for the ‘orchestra, This latter department 
has been necessarily diminished: there is the full compliment of 
wind instruments, but the number of strings has been reduced. 
In a theatre so comparatively ‘small, this reduction is not felt, in- 
deed, there is no make-shift appearance about the whole affair; 
everything is as complete and well-ordered as could be wished. 
Mr. Costa was heartily welcomed on making his appearance in 
the orchestra; after conducting for so many years at the vast and 
splendid houses in the “ Market” and “ Garden,” he must have 
felt oddly on entering and finding the audience all close round 
him. The opera selected was Il Trovatore, which commenced 
some twenty minutes after the appointed time, doubtless to give 
her Majesty—who with Prince Albert and the Princess Royal 
honoured the performance with her presence—an opportunity of 
hearing as much of the opera as possible. After all this delay, 
the Royal party did not arrive till about the centre of the first 
act. The parts were filled as at Covent,;Garden last season, with 
the exception that Azucena was now impersonated by Madlle. 
Nantier Didiée. To succeed Viardot ‘in a part which demands 
great histrionic powers was a trying position for an artiste who 
has not yet essayed a role of such importance, but Madlle Didice 
displayed great ability and sang] with so much earvestness of ex- 
pression that her appearance in this character may be considered 
quite successful. Azucena we conceive to be the herione in J/ 
Trovatore, though there is much to sing and act in the soprano 
part of Leonora. Madame Jenny Ney in this was excellent. 
Signor Tamberlik was in good voice ; the “ tower” scene was en- 
cored ;—we mention this in connection with his name, since the 
“ Miserere” was indifferently chanted by the invisible choir : his 
rendering of “ Di quella pira,” was very spirited, but was near 
being shorn of its effect by a most sudden and decidedly unex- 
pected descent on the part of the drop scene between the verses 


which provoked laughter irresistible. Signor Graziani was en- 


cored as usual in “Il balen.” Signor Tagliafico was Ferrando, 
a decidedly minor part, but well filled, and the still minor parts 
of Inez and Ruiz were sustained by Madame Tagliafico and Sig- 
nor Soldi. At the conclusion of the opera, the National Anthem 
was sung, the first verse being sung by|Madlle. Marai, the second 
by Herr Formes, and the third by Madame Jenny Ney. JI Tro- 
vatore was repeated on Thursday.

CORRESPONDENCE. 
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SOPHIA AND ANNIE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MUSICAL GAZETTE. 
. Leeds, April 16, 1856. 

S1r,—A letter appeared in your journal of last Saturday, 
signed “A Lover of Justice,” (?) in condemnation of a paragraph 
written by me on an entertainment entitled “Sketches from 
Nature.” It is very palpable that the letter was dictated by a 
personal spirit against myself, and not at all:in defence of the two 
talented ladies whose names are used as a blind to insult “ your 
Leeds correspondent.” 
-. In proof of this, I may ask, Why was not the paragraph com- 
plained of noticed by “A Lover of Justice” before two months had 
expired from the date of its insertion in the Musical Gazette 
The reason obviously is that which I have before stated. Indeed, 





it would seem as though the writer of the letter had been lying 
in wait for a long time, seeking an opportunity to catch me trip- 
ping ; and unable to discover a fault or mistake in my correspond- 
ence, had been compelled to scrutinize the Leeds paragraphs even 
of February last, and to fall back upon the “ injured Sisters,’’ his 
defence of whom is as weak as his own mind. 

Were any defence of the Sisters needed, why did not “ A Lover 
of Justice” prove that the paragraph I had written was wrong in 
any single point? (which he has not done). Why should. he 
labour throughout that letter to cast invectives personally on me? 
If I had erred in my judgment of the vocalisation of Sophia and 
Annie, why could he not have said so in the only way 
which any gentleman would have done, without accusing me, 
firstly, of misrepresenting public opinion ; secondly, of studiously 
avoiding to mention the crowded audience drawn by the enter- 
tainment; and thirdly, of being ungallant and ungentlemanly ? 

I am also challenged to give anextract from the Leeds Mercury 
concerning these sisters. But to show the readers of the Musi- 
cal Gazette that I do not altogether misrepresent public opinion, 
I will refer to the local newspaper for support, Speaking of the 
first appearances in this town of Sophia and Annie, the Leeds 
Mercury says :—* It is really astonishing what these young ladies 
accomplish in the way of singing, for their voices, naturally, are 
not above mediocrity.” 

As to the attendance, how, in the name of common sense, could 
I possibly speak of a crowded audience which was the result of an 
entertainment, given on the 16th of February, in a paragraph 
written three or four days prior to that date! From my own 
personal knowledge, I can state that, during three weeks’ perfor- 
mances, the attendance at the Sisters’ Entertainment in Leeds was 
so meagre that scarcely sufficient money was taken to pay 
expenses. 

The idea of “A Lover of Justice” presuming to cavil at the 
phrase “ supposed sisters,” is so absurd as to require no comment, 
I may, however, just remark that the appearance of Sophia and 
Annie is so dissimilar that it excites a little doubt, generally, as to 
their sisterhood. . 

If, Mr. Editor, your correspondents are to be laid open to accu- 
sations of ungallant and ungentlemanly behaviour because they 
speak the truth, why there must be an end to all honest and just 
criticism ; and part of the title which you have appropriately 
given to your publication must necessarily be omitted, viz. “ An 
Independent Journal of Musical Events.” I repeat, without fear 
of contradiction from any individual possessing common sense, that 
both Sophia and Annie labour under the misfortune of not possess- 
ing voices with the slightest pretensions to good quality. One 
instance to prove this will suffice. In the song “ Old Towler” 
(given by Annie in the character of a huntress) an upper F or F 
sharp is required to be held through a whole bar; but so poor is 
Annie’s voice, that the note is barely touched, when it immediately 
sinks a whole tone, and E is held out against F in the accompani- 
ment. This same defect is observed in every song requiring a 
high note. Then let anyone who has heard Sophia’s “ Margery 
Muggles,” or “The Ploughboy,” say if any music attends her 
voice. It is, indeed, the inferiority of the vocal organ which 
renders her imitation of the above characters so perfect. 

Much more might be written in justification of the paragraph 
sent by me, but it is unnecessary, and perhaps injurious to the 
Sisters. 

I have written thus lengthily, Sir, not merely to defend myself 
but to guard your dents in other towns from similar 
malignant attacks.—I am, Sir, obediently,

of the “cracked” voices of these ladies in their vocal performances. 

I fancy, Sir, “A Lover of Justice” must have only a passing 
flirtation with the “ blind” lady, seeing the “cracked” voice upon 
which he founds his insane attack on your correspondent was 
really referred to in the paragraph which has disturbed his bile as 
a complimentary evidence of the imitative skill of these ladies.

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Joun MARBECK was organist of the Chapel of St. George at 
Windsor, and a person to whom church music is under greater 
obligation than the world, in general, has been inclined to allow. 
It is a common, but mistaken opinion, that Tallis was the first 
eomposer of the cathedral service of the Church of England; 
Marbeck certainly preceded him in this labour; and the original 
musical notes to the preces, the suffrages, and responses, were un- 
doubtedly of his composition. His Ze Deum is inserted in the 
first volume of Smith’s “Musica Antiqua,” published about 
1812. The history of Marbeck, which has entitled him to a 
place in the Martyrology of the zealous and laborious John Fox, 
is as follows :—“ About the year 1544, a number of persons living 
at Windsor, who favoured the Reformation, had formed them- 
selves into a society. Among them were Anthony Person, a 


priest ; Robert Testwood, a singing man in the choir of Windsor; 
John Marbeck, and Henry Filmer. On intimation being given 
that these persons held frequent and improper meetings, the 
Bishop of Winchester procured a commission from the king to 
search the suspected houses; and the above-mentioned four per- 
sons were apprehended, and their books and papers seized. Amon 
other things there were found some papers of notes on the Bible, 
and an English Concordance, in the hand-writing of Marbeck. 
Upon his examination before the commissioners of the statute of 
the Six Articles, he gave the following account of himself :—‘ He 
said, respecting the notes, that as he was in the habit of reading 
much, in order to understand the Scriptures, it was his practice, 
whenever he met with any explanation of an abstruse or difficult 
passage, to extract it into his note-book, and there place it under 
the name of the author. As to the Concordance, he told them, 
that being a poor man, and not able to buy a copy of the English 
Bible, then lately published by Matthew, he had set about tran- 
scribing one, and had proceeded as far as the book of Joshua, 
when an acquaintance, of the name of Turner, knowing his in- 
dustry, suggested to him also the plan of writing a Concordance ; 
and for this purpose supplied him with a Latin Concordance and 
an English Bible. He said, in conclusion, that by the assistance 
of these, as his papers would show, he had been able to proceed 
in his work as far as the letter L.’ This story seemed altogether 
so strange, that the commissioners scarcely knew how to credit it. 
Marbeck, however, desired that they would so far indulge him as 
to take any words under the letter M, and give him his Concord- 
ance and Bible, and he would endeavour to convince them of its 
truth. In a single day he had filled three sheets of paper with 
the continuation of his work, and had got so far as the words 
given him would allow. His ingenuity and industry were much 
applauded even by his enemies, and Dr. Oking, one of the com- 
missioners who examined him, said that he seemed to have been 
much better employed than some of his accusers. Neither his in- 
nuity nor his industry, however, could prevent his bein 
rought to trial for heresy along with his associates. Person an 
Filmer were indicted for irreverent expressions concerning the 
mass ; and the charge brought against Marbeck was for copying, 
with his own hand, an epistle of Calvin against it. They were 
all found guilty and condemned to be burnt; and the sentence 
was executed on all, except Marbeck, the day after the trial. 
Three of the witnesses on this trial were, however, afterwards ac- 
cused and convicted of perjury. Marbeck, being a man of mild 
and harmless disposition, was afterwards given up to the Bishop 
of Winchester, who, from his persecutor, became his patron. The 
Catholics held out to him many temptations, but he steadily re- 
fused to betray any of the persons with whom his party had been 
concerned; and at last, through the intercession of Sir Humphrey 
Foster, one of the commissioners, he obtained the king’s free 
don. Having thus escaped maytyrdom, he applied himself to the 
study of his profession; and not having been required to make 
rf Ewes recantation of his ee he indulged them in secret 
till the death of Henry the Eighth, when he found himself at 
liberty to make an open profession of his faith; and accordingly 
he finished, and in 1500 published, his Concordance. He wrote 
also, amongst other things, ‘The Lives of Holy Saints, Prophets, 
Patriarchs, and others,’ published in 1574; ‘A Book of Notes 





and Common Places, with their Expositions, collected and gathered 
together out of the Workes of divers singular Writers,’ in 1581; and 
‘The Ripping up of the Pope’s Fardels.’ The musical servicecom- 
posed by Marbeck was formed on the model of the Romish ritual, 
and first published in quarto, in the year 1550, with this title, 
‘A Boke of Common Praier, noted.’ The Lord’s prayer, the 
creed, and such other parts as were*most proper to be read, are 
written so as to be sung in a certain key or pitch, in a kind of re- 
citative. To the other parts are given melodies of a grave and 
solemn construction, and nearly as restrained as those of the old 
Gregorian Chant. These have each an harmonical relation with 
the whole, the dominant of each being in unison with the key- 
note in which the whole is to be sung.” 


THE Duration or Notrs.—The signs or characters by which 
modern musicians represent the quantity of the time of a note, 
are the following :—Semibreve, minim, crotchet, quaver, semi- 
quaver, demisemiquaver. The invention of these different cha- 
racters has been awarded to Franco, of the cathedral of Liége, in 
the year 1066. To him is also ascribed the honour of being the 
first modern author who wrote on rhythm. Marchetto, in his Po- 
marium de Musica Mesurad, quotes Franco as the inventor of 
the first musical characters used by our early moderns; and Gafo- 
rius, in his Pratica Musica, cites him as the author of the time 
table ; Franco himseli, however, in his Ars Cantus Mensurabilis, 
in the Bodleian library at Oxford, speaks of compound notes,

treated on measured music; we, therefore, cannot attribute to him 
the invention of the time table, nor can we, with any degree of 
certainty, trace its origin; we may, however, give credit to 
Franco for having first introduced the breve and _ semi- 
breve. The minim was invented by Philoppus de Vioriaco: the 
crotchet, quaver, &c., are of recent invention. Dr. Busby, with- 
out giving his authority, makes John de Muris the inventor of all 
the notes since the days of Guido. 


THe Human Votcr.—There are seven distinguishing cha- 
racters of voice in men and women. In men they are termed 
bass, baritone, tenor robuste, or full tenor, and tenor leggiardro, or 
counter-tenor. ‘Those of women are called contralto, mezzo- 
soprano, and soprano. The compass will be found to vary ac- 
cording to the ren log of the vocal chords and windpipe—the 
longest possessing the power of producing the greatest number of 
notes. Thus, one voice may comprise a range of twelve notes, 
and another of sixteen, yet both may be of the same character. 


Dr. JoHNson.—The Doctor’s ear in respect of the power of 
appreciating musical sounds was remarkably defective ; neverthe- 
less, he possessed a sense of propriety in harmonic compositions 
that gave him an unconquerable distaste for all unmeaning flourish 
and rapidity of execution. Being one night at a concert where 
an elaborate and florid concerto on the viclin was performed, after 
it was over, he asked a gentleman who sat near him what it 
meant? The question somewhat puzzled the amateur, who could 
only say that it was very difficult. “Difficult!” answered the 
learned auditor, “I wish to God it had been impossible.”
